The diecussion of Judge Gordon and hie
#ourt was bhrought hefore the councll by
Mayor Moores’ veto of the judme's salary
for the Iast half of 1M1, which wns In-
eluded In a recent sppropriation ordinance,
By unanimons vote of the eouncll the
mAayor's velo woaa overruled. City Atlorney
Connell spoke to the councll briefly con-
cerning the matter and stated that |n his
opinlon It would not be possible to escape
the payment of Gordon's salary for 1901 at
the rate.of $2.600. Jn votlsg to overrule
the mayor's veto many of the councllmen
explainod that they did not wish to pay
Gordon  because they thought he had
oarned the money, but beonuvse they wanied
to get rid of him.

A commuslication from Judge Gordon
was read In which he complained of the
treatment he baw recelved at the hands of
moemberx of the police department and
asked that the ofMeers be prevented from
interfering with his duties as police judge.
Counciiman Haseall moved that the com-
muplention be referred (o the committes
on sewers, bul It was finally referred (o the
city attoruey.

Strong Point Made in Favor of Protec.

tflon for Peet Sugar Indastry
Against Competition from
Ontalders,

The 8an Francisco Bulletin publishes an
Interview with Robert Oxnard, the vice
president of the American Beot Bugar com-
pany, which brings out a phase of the
Cuban sugar tariff situation, which i per-
haps the strongest point yet made In the
arguments of those opposed to the removal
of thes tariff on Cuban raw sugars, Mr.
Oxnard's romarks are of especial Interest
to the people of Nebraska, also, as the
beet  sugar Industry of this state has
reached the point where It has demon-
strated Its great Importance to the tarming
Interests of the state Mr, Oxnard sald:

“There In one point regarding this Cu-
ban matter which has an important bear-

ing on the powsition taken by those who
favor vreclprocity from the sentimental
side. 1 have not seen any mention made

of It In any of the articles that have come
under my notice. It s thin: Prior to the
last revolution In Cuba, which led up to
our war with Bpain, and which paralyzed
all the inlustries of the island, the sugar
Industry of Cuba was in & highly proaper-
ous state as evidemoed by a steady in-
crense in the amount of Its production,
which arose from an average of about
half & milllon tons of twenty-flve years ago
hto over one million one hundred thousand
In 1804, This result was obtalned in spite
of a crushing lond of deht and taxation
fastened upon the (sland by the Spanlsh
government. It was also obtalned while
paying the full amount of import dutles
of Cuban sugar into the United States,
where 06 per cent of the Cuban crop was
marketed. [ mention this latter flgure as
It disposes of the argument falsely ad-
vanced that we owe a reduction in dn-
tles to Cuba because she has been de-
prived of the Spanish market. Spain al-
ways levied dutles agaiost Cuban sugars
In order to foster her own home Industry.
Hoth beot and eane are cultlvated In Spaln
and the home Industry, practieally sup-
plies the entire home market.

Relleved of Spanish Oppreasion,

“We have now relleved Cuba of the en-
tire load of the S8panish debt and the
crushing burden of Spanleh taxation Im-
posed to pay the cost of the soldlers that
Spain maintained there to garrison the
island. And yet this Industry,. which, as I
hiave shown, was highly prosperous under
the previous adverses clircumstances, s
not satisfied with the I(mproved condl-
tions that we have created for It, but
naks to be allowed advantages that, |If
granted, will surely check, If not destroy,
our promlalng beet sugar Industry. This
result would not be attained immediately,
but through the expansion of the Cuban
¢rop to the point where It would supply
all the needs of the United States In the
way of sugar, at a price with which our
labor and other conditions would not al-
low us to compete. During this period,
when the Cuban sugar industry was en-
tering our marketa free, and yot not fully
supplying them, the cost to the United
Btates of the concesslons nsked for would
be something enormous,

"Using figures published In the Htatls-
tieal Journal of Willett & Gray, we find
that tha probable consumption of sugar
in the Unlled States this year should be
2,360,686 tonw. Of this quantity 1,000,000
tons In round numbers will come from
American msources free of duly, leaving 1.-
360,680 to come from other sources and on
which duty 18 pald. The average duty as-
sesaed Is $36 per ton.

"“The crop of the lsland of Cuba for the
coming year Is expected to be something
ltke 900,000 tons. If this were admitted
free of duty there would still be 460,585
tons to come from other sources and on
which duty would have to be pald.

“It I & well known law of oconomlica
that the price of all sugar in this country
would be fixed by the cost of these 460,585
tons, plus the duty that they would have
to pay to get Into this country in order to
competa with the duty-free sugar.

"“The effect of letting Cuban sugar come
In free would therefore be to present to
the Cuban planters $36 per ton, or, In one
year, $12,400,000, which at present goes into
the treasury of the United Brates. This
bonus would Increase year by year as the
Cuban production expanded and our home
production declingd, and would be a heavy
price to pay to forelgners in order to me-
complish out own undoing.

Sagar Beet Farming.

“This sugar beet growing is today the
most promising orop that Is offered to our
farmers. This fact s recognized by the
continental natlons of Rurope, who foster
and protect it by all sorta of bounties, di-
rect and Indirect, realizing that it Is the
corneratone of thefr agricultural proapérity.
A great deal been said about our pro-
tective lrlte‘n benefiting everyone except
the farmer, and ‘it seems a pity that the
one industry which our protective system
gives him to compensate for his sacrifices
In its behalf in other directions should now
be threatened with extinction.

“l am very much surprised that we have
heard nothing whateyer from the labor-
ing men's organizations on this subject.
When 1 lived In Cuba, in the soventles,
Chinese laborers came into the harbor of
Havana in steamer loadse. 1 mean that
actually steamers were chartered and
loaded entirely with Chinese contract la-
borers, hired to work for elght years for
$4 per month. These Chinese, on landing,
would be put up at auction just the same
as negroes and bought by the plantera for
the term of thelr contract. In those days
negroed were worth in Cuba about §1,000
aplece for able bodled men, while the
Chinese would sell for about $300 to $4060
aplece, as thelr term of contract was only
elght years,

“I do mot knmow to what extent Chinese
may be golng to Cuba now, but It stands
to reason that if the American market Is
thrown opeéen to them at & reductlon of
duties, the expansion of thelr sugar indus-
try will again necessitate the Importation
of coolle labor. Sugar making In tropieal
countries has never succeeded except
through servile labor In some form or
another, We see an example of this to-
day In the Hawalian islands, whose plant-
ers are clamoring for special labor laws te
enable them to Import Chinese and Japan.
vse for thelr plantations, clalming that
otherwise thelr |ndustry cannot be made
prosperous. This (8 & featura of the
problem that should receive serlous attens
tion while yet the matter is only under
discussion and before we commit our-
gelves to the polioy of shutting out Aslatle
labor, but letting in its products.’

Talks for the Jobhbers.

Charles N. Robinson was the next speaker
introduced, his subject belng ‘““T'he Jobbing
Interests of Omaba.'” Mr. Robinson elicited
hearty applause at intervals of his remarks,
which were In part ns follows:

“I flod 1 am expected to give some light
on & subject which I belleve to be of
the greatest |mportance to Omaha, My
connection with these interests dates back
nbout four years. Wa the Bryne-Hammer
company, could have started our business
almost anywhere, Kansas Clty, St. Joseph,
or anywhere elte but Omuha, and we made
a careful study of the situation. 1 myself
traveled 2,600 miles In 1800 scanning the
abuntry for a location. After due consider-
atlon and {uvestigation we determined that
Omaha had all the features for the success-
ful establlshment of a jobbing plant,

“Mr, Utt's statements are modest. There
are now 2,200 men travellng out of and for
Omaha Jobbing bhouses. We have In this
eity today 80,000 people that are supported
altogether by pure jobbing Interests. There
were twlce as many country merchants
who came to Omaba in 1501, as In 1000,
That I8 & good Incrense. Rallroad interests
are showing o similar vast betterment each
year, the progress belng steady, though
enormous,

“Hecause of all these things, I do not be-
Heve it is possible to curb the jobbing in-
terests from growlog in Omaha. 1 belleve
that every man here ought to take it upon
himself to apread these remarkable facts,
I tell you, gentlemen, that It s vot Kuown.
I found this out In my extenslve scouring of
this country In 1809,

Saye Best of Wealth 8 What
Enablea Possesnor to Do for
Others=Gives Hin Ex.
perience,

NEW YORK, Jan, 14—The twenty-sixth
anniversary of the rallroad branch of the
Young Men's Christian assoclation was
celebrated In this eoity tonight. Andrew
Carnegle was the principal speaker. R4«
ward V. Rosslter, first vice president of the
New York Central, and chalrman of the
board of management of the rallroad
branch, presided.

The reports made by Chalrman Rossiter
and Becretary Warburton showed the work
to be In n most prosperous-condition. There
are 170 local railroad branches of the
Young Men's Christinn associntion In the
United States and Canada, with members
ship of more than 44,000 and an annual ex.
penditure of more than $400,000, of which
sum the railroad corporations contribute
about 60 per cent, The report gives some
space Lo the relations between the rall-
road companies and the assoclations, and
sayn they are most friendly,

Mr. Carnegle and Dr, George C. Morrimer
spoke. Mr, Carnegle referred to his ox-
perience In the rallroad,service as a tel-
egraph operator and later as superintend-
ent of the Plttaburg division of the Penn-
sylvania rallroad.
